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ABSTRACT 



This report summarizes spring 1996 student enrollment in 
credit classes at Pima Community College (PCC) (AZ) . The number tof students 
(head count) and full-time student equivalents (FTSE) are categorized by 
campus and day/extended day status. Comparisons with head count and FTSE data 
from the previous four spring semesters are displayed in tables and graphs. 
The spring 1996 head count was 2% more and FTSE enrollment 1% more than the 
previous spring's enrollment. The greatest growth in terms of percentage gain 
was at the Desert Vista Campus (73 students for 4% and 53 FTSE for 8%) . The 
greatest growth in actual numbers was at the West Campus (247 students and 58 
FTSE) . The enrollment for spring 1996 represents a shift compared to previous 
springs: a reversal in the downward drift of enrollment. Despite the 
increase, however, enrollments are still below spring 1994 levels. The 
enrollment shift for spring is small but it does indicate a change in 
direction. That change reflects the continued growth at Desert Vista Campus, 
the regaining of enrollment at Community Campus, and the increase of 
enrollment at West Campus. It is premature to state that the enrollment gains 
of spring 1996 are the start of a trend. (JA) 
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This report summarizes Spring 1996 student enrollment in credit classes. The data reflect 
enrollments on the official census date (45th day of classes). The number of students (head 
count) and full-time student equivalents (FTSE) are categorized by campus and day/extended 
day status. Comparisons with head count and FTSE data from the previous four spring semesters 
are displayed in tables and graphs. Day/extended day data are compared to those for Spring 
1995. 

District Enrollment 

Graph 1 depicts the most recent five-year period of district spring enrollment by both head count 
and FTSE. The unduplicated total district head count for the Spring of 1996 semester was 
26,502. The district FTSE was 13,057. Both head count and FTSE were higher than the prior 
spring enrollment; an increase of 2% for head count and 1% for FTSE. 

• Graph 1. Head count and FTSE of PCC Students in Spring Semesters 
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Campus Head Count 

A comparison of head count by campus between 1992 and 1996 is represented in Table 1 and 
Graph 1. There has been a steady increase in enrollment at the Desert Vista Campus during this 
time. Both the Downtown and West Campuses had their highest enrollment for the spring 
semesters in 1993, while the Community and East Campuses had their highest enrollment in 
1992. Head count at the Community Campus decreased from a high of 8,792 in 1992, to a low of 
5,987 in 1994, and has increased in both 1995 and 1996.

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Time of Day Attended by Campus 

Table 2 compares head count enrollment information from 1995 with 1996. At the Community 
Campus head count increased by 3% (199), at the Desert Vista Campus by 4% (73 students), and 
at the West Campus by 2% (247). The East Campus had 8 additional students (<1%), while the 
Downtown Campus 38 fewer (<-l%). 

In addition, Table 2 displays student enrollment by time of day attended. When examining these 
data, the reader should be aware that the district head count does not equal the sum of the 
campus head counts. A student is counted once at each campus attended and once in the district 
total. For example, a student may simultaneously enroll in a day course at the Downtown 



Campus and an extended day course at the Community Campus. This student would be 
categorized once as a day student at the Downtown Campus and once as an extended day student 
at the Community Campus. The district total, however, would count this student in the category, 
"both day and extended day enrollment."

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Campus FTSE 

Graph 3 and Table 3 depict FTSE data. Compared with 1995, the Community Campus increased 
3%, up 58 FTSE. Desert Vista Campus increased 8%, 53 more FTSE. The Downtown Campus 
decreased by 25 FTSE (-1%). East Campus experienced a 1% decrease dropping 13 FTSE. The 
West Campus experienced an increase of 1%, a gain of 58 FTSE. Graph 3 shows FTSE 
enrollment for a five-year period by Campus.

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Table 3. Full-Time Student Equivalents (FTSE) in Spring 1996 Compared 
'with Spring 1995 by Campus Responsibility and Time of Day Attended 
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FTSE enrollment at the West campus is much higher (about five times as high) during the day 
(4,408) than extended day (940). So as a whole the District has 71% of its FTSE from day 
enrollment. 

Trends and Implications 

PCC spring enrollments, which had been declining, showed slight increases in 1996. Despite the 
increases, enrollments are still below Spring 1994 levels. 

In 1993, the Community Campus instituted an enrollment management plan that increased the 
minimum class size, reduced the number of class offerings, and converted some credit classes to 
community education non credit classes. The result was a 32% decrease between 1992 and 1994 
in the number of students taking credit courses at the Community Campus. The Community 
Campus did experience slight enrollment increases in Spring 1995 and again in Spring 1996. 

The Desert Vista Campus (formerly the Education Center-South), which officially opened Fall 
1993, has expanded its course offerings and has had its staff actively involved in recruitment 
activities. Its enrollment has increased from 1,252 in 1992 to 2,009 in 1996 (a 60% increase). 

Overall, the College enrolled 396 more students in 1996 than in the previous spring semester. 
This 2% increase in enrollment reverses the decline. 

Spring enrollment tends to reflect the trend of the prior Fall enrollment. However this was not 
the case for the 95-96 academic semesters. The decreases in the fall enrollment were not 
paralleled by the Spring enrollment. In addition, the recent trend in the Spring has been a 



decreasing enrollment since Spring 1992. As noted, the dramatic shift in the Community campus’ 
enrollment did impact the District enrollment for Spring 1993 and academic years 93-94 and 94- 
95. The enrollments at the Community and desert Vista are growing and that growth has reversed 
the recent enrollment pattern. However, the most dramatic shift was at the West Campus which 
was down last Spring by 558 head count and 311 FTSE and is now increasing (247 head count 
and 58 FTSE). Both the Downtown and East Campuses have had stable enrollment since Spring 
1993. 

The Enrollment shift for Spring is small (2% for head count and 1% for FTSE) but it does 
indicate a change in direction. That change reflects the continued growth at Desert Vista 
Campus, the regaining of enrollment at Community Campus, and the increase of enrollment at 
West Campus. It is premature to state that the enrollment gains of Spring 1996 are the start of a 
trend. 

Summary 

The Spring 1996 head count was 1% more and FTSE enrollment 2% more than the previous 
spring’s enrollment. The greatest growth in terms of percentage gain was at the Desert Vista 
Campus (73 students for 4% and 53 FTSE for 8%). The greatest growth in actual numbers was at 
the West Campus (247 students and 58 FTSE). The enrollment for Spring 1996 represents a shift 
compared to previous springs; a reversal in the downward drift of enrollment. 
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
